This is the coolest summer in 
at least five years with no days 
recording 100 degrees tempera- 
ture, and only five days seeing 
the mereury go beyond 90 de- 
grees. 

Not since August 26, 1944, has 
the temperature been over 100 
deyrees here, 

Records from day to day are 
maintained by employes at the 
Santa Fe railway station here. 
Readings are taken at 3 p.m. 
and a perusal of those records 
clinches the point that this has 
been a very, very pleasant ,sum- 
mer. So far this month tem- 
perature on three days has been 
recorded at 90 degrees and the 
hottest day of the year was 
July 10, with a high mercury 
figure of 92 degrees. 

As to August, 1947, the last

day of the month saw the mer- 
cury climb to 100 degrees. Dur- 
ing July and August of last 
year there were 23 days with 90 
degree or hotter temperatures. 
Even last summer wasn’t a 
“bad” summer by many, many 
degrees. 

July and August of 1946 were 
also quite acceptable to most 
loyal Uplanders with the mer- 
cury hitting the 100-degree 
mark on August 1 and hitting 
90 degrees and over on 27 days 
out of the 62 days in the two- 
month period. 

On August 26 and July 26 in 
1944 the mercury jumped past 
the 100-degree figure, going up 
to the 102 mark.

MOJAVE, (/P) They've 
struck water near Mojave! 

That’s as important to this 
desert town as gold was 100 
years ago or the recent uranium 
find near Beaumont, Calif. 

Water has been the principal 
problem since Mojave was 
founded in 1876. It has been 
hauled in -by Southern Pacific 
railroad tank cars. It costs resi- 
dents 25 cents for 1,000 gallons 
—about $10 a month to water 
lawns, 

Now one well has come in at 
Monolith, 12 miles away. A few 
days ago another began produc- 
ing at 1,000 gallons a minute on 
property five miles east of town 
owned by C. W. (Cy) Townsend, 
former Pacific coast league 
baseball star. 

If the water tests OK there'll 
be a town election to authorize 
a bond issue to purchase one of 
the wells.

Hiss, former State department 
official, and Chambers, who says 


he used to be a red, have told the | 


committee almost completely op- 
posite stories. Chambers accused 
Hiss of being a member of a pre- 
war communist underground in 
Washington. Hiss denied it. 

Hiss and Chambers also differ 
on the question of how well ac- 
quainted they were some dozen 
years ago.

In those states would-be voters 
have to pay a poll tax-—ranging 
from $1 to several dollars—before 
they can vote. . 

Bills to outlaw the tax have

lessly. 

Right now 21 southern. Demo- 
cratic Senators, headed by Senat- 
or Russell of Georgia, are lined up

federal government can order the 
states around on other things. 

This so far covers the chief 
southern arguments against an 
anti-poll tax law. 

Here are some of the arguments 
of those who want Congress to 
wibe out the tax. 

States can set up. the own 
laws regulating cily and. state 
elections. But they have no right 
to charge a poll tax in a federah 
election when a president, vice- 
president and’ members of Con- 
gress are chosen. 

Why? ‘i 

Because members of et 
vote on laws affecting the whole 
country. So the majority in Con- 
gress, where southerners are in a | 
minority, have a right to wipe out 
any law interfering with voting in 
a federal election, 

For that reason, an anti-poll tax 
would be entirely constitutional, 
since it would apply only to fed- 
eral elections and not to city or 
state elections, 

Enemies of the tax argue its 
chief purpose—when all talk of the 
constitution and states’ rights is 
swept aside—is to keep Negroes, 





the anti-poll tax bill passed by the 
house in 1947. 

Yet, Senator Russell says only 
one of the 24 southern Senators 
really favors having a poll tax at 
all. Why, then, would they want 
to prevent Congress from outlaw- 
ing the tax? 

The southern position goes like 


| this-— 


States have the right to pass 
laws governing their own elec- 
tions. The poll tax is one of thosé 
state-approved laws. 

Any action by Congress tc out- 
law the tax approved by the states 
would be’ a violation of states’ 
rights guaranteed them under the 
constitution. 

Therefore, an anti-poll tax law 

passed by Congress would be un- 
constitutional, 
-In time, the seven southern 
states probabiy wiil abolish their 
poll tax laws. But that’s up to 
them. 

Further, money obtained from 
poll tax payments, althougr not a 
lot, helps pay for state ersenses, 
like supporting schools. 

If Congress can tell the states 
what to do on poll taxes, then the
